Cotter, in company with one guard, 
attended the funeral of his mother, 
Mra. W. B. Cotter, in LaGrange Sat- 
urday and returned to the penitentia- 
ry Monday night. Tuesday morn- 
ing he was taken sick and he died 
early Wednesday. 

After examination of the body, 

medical authorities at the prison re- 
verted to the warden that they be- 
ieved Cotter had taken a slow poison 
at the funeral, 
Despondency over the loss of his 
mother was given as reason for the 
action of Cotter, who was given a 
short sentence several months ago at 
New Orleans on charges of violating 
the Harrison narcetic laws. 

Thus far, no blame has been placed 
by prison officials in connection with 
the af‘air, pending completion of the 
investigation. 

rior to the war, Cotter was en- 
gaxced in the hotel business. During 
the conflict’ he was wounded several 
times and was cited for bravery. He 
studied art while in Europe and per- 
fected the study during several years 
spent in gevernment hospitals here 
on his return.

An order for MeGouldrick's 
was issued late today, after Miss Ione 
Ord, traveling companion of the dead 
youth, had ill-advisedly written a let- 
far to the officer and handed it to 
newspapermen for mailing. The Creole 
put out for the return trip to»New 
York today but was stopped by deputy 
sheriffs at Pilot Point tonight. 

Miss Ord, beautiful brunette. who 
admitted last night that she had quar- 
reled violentiv with Kraft a few min- 
utes before his death, was held in 
Parrish prison tonight while oificers 
delved deeper into the mystery str- 
rounding the death of the youth, who 
at first was thought to have com- 
mitted suicide by jumping into th 
water, but whose body was later found 
n the river with a bullet hole in the 
heart. 

The violent quarrel, in which Kraft 
attempted to choke the girl, was 
testified to by Steward Sam Epstein. 
of the Creole. He he and the 
girl had agreed to the quarrel 
uiet, Miss Ord admitted that Kraft 
had upbraided her for her attentions 
to officers aboard the ship but it was 
sot known until today that it was 
MeGouldrick to whem the youth had 
particularly objected. Eppstein said .he 
heatd the quarrel and a few minutes 
later saw Kraft jump, after which he 
barely succeeded in restraining the 
girl from following Kraft into the 
water. 

Miss Ord wrote the following letter 
to he mailed to Mctouldrick: 

“Mac: Though I didn't see you to 
say goodbye and things look pretty 
black for me, my promise still holds. 
' haven't changed my mind. Remain 
the same on the subject we talked of 
the last evening I saw you (the night 
of Kraft's death) and as soon as I 
am cleared of this I'll write you and 
we can make our plans. The thought 
of you is all that keeps me from going 
to pieces. Please write me as soon

son will dare to pretent to have “just 
a cold” and to keep at his usual work 
or play, a menace to all who happen 
to come within his or her spray range. 
As things are now, in some of our 
large industrial or commercial estab- 
lishments, the low grade workers or 
underlings scarcely dare pretend to 
have a “cold.” but the drivers in. the 
next higher grade, the people who so 
fondly class themselves as “execu- 
tives,” reserve the privilege of contin- 
uing at work when they have “slight | 
colds.” This sort of abuse is only one | 
of the evils which we must ascribe to 
the weak and vague policy of our 
present public health authorities. They

the cost ot production, 

“It is never an agreeable duty,” 
said Senator Harris, “‘to oppose the 
confirmation of a nomination which 
the president sends to the senate, but 
under the constitution it is our respon- 
sibility and we cannot get away from 
it. I understand that Mr. Williams 
is a man of the highest character and 
ability, but the most dangerous man 
im public life in the country in a posi- 
tion like this. the man who has char- 
acter and ability but has not the right 
vicwpoint. 

“If this man had at heart the in- 
terests of the cotton grower as he' 
should have, as he is put on _ the! 
to represent, he would show | 
to the members of the board the neces- 
sity for an increase in the price of. 
cotton, which is now below the cost of 
production, and the board would not 
allow a statement to go out to the 
country that cotton was high enough 
at 18 cents without denying it. 

“There is no doubt in the world.”
